Some of the in- 
dependent circuses already have been 


sounded out, thru a third party, as to 
their willingness to join in an amal- 
gamation, it being pointed out to these 
outfits that this will be the only way 
for them to compete with the giant 
organization just formed by Ringling. 


“Strange Interlude” Ban May Bring About 
Change in New England Censorship System 


BOSTON, Sept. 23.—The result of the 
Theater Guild's fight on the ban placed 
on Eugene O'Neill's Strange Interlude 
will determine the future tone of play 
censorship in New England, it is believed. 
The attack on the censorship system has 
aroused public interest to a high pitch 
and it is charged that behind the objec- 
tions raised to the play are political in- 
fluences that have been invoked for no 
other purpose than to serve individuil 
interests. 

The O'Neill play also has been banned 
‘in Providence, where it was booked at 


the Opera House, Police Captain Cowan 
notified the theater lessee, Col, Felix 
Wendelschaefer, that he could not see 
his way clear to allow a public presenta- 
tion of the piece. He had read excerpts 
from the play, he said. This elicited 
from Professor Thomas Crosby, Jr., and 
Dr. C. A. Baylis, both of the faculty of 
Brown University, sharp criticism of the 
one-man police censorship of the drama 
in Providence. Other prominent persons 
joined them in advocating a change in 
the censorship system. Dr. Baylis pro-

DETROIT, Sept. 21.—Fire of unde- 
termined origin caused 20 deaths at the 
Study Club, well-known Detroit night 
club, yesterday morning. About 50 others 
were burned or otherwise injured. The 
identified dead include Morrison Man- 
ning, musician; Mrs. Florence Paiker, 
mother of “Bubbles” Parker, dancer and 
entertainer, and three attaches of the 
club: Edward D. Tedford, Lawrence Lu- 
ther and Mrs. Bertha Kelly. 

Among the injured were Mary Pregon 
(Mrs. “Red” Stende]) and Ruth Dilworth, 
entertainers: Al Handler, orchestra lead- 
er, and Louis Rosenbaum, assistant man- 
ager. 

Much of the tragedy was attributed 
to lack of proper exits and the presence 
of a large quantity of combustible 
decorations which caused the fire to 
spread fast. Marty Cohen, owner of the 
Study Club, was held for questioning.

Must Pay Cast 


Arbitrators Decide Against 
Producer in “Coquette” 
Dispute 


NEW YORK, Sept. 23—Jed Harris is 
liable for the salaries of the cast of 
Coquette, according to the findings of a 
board of arbitrators of the American Ar- 
bitration Association announced today. 

The “act of God” clause, which so 
much fuss has been made of. was not 
brought into the discussion of the ar- 
bitrators at any time during the hear- 
ings. It was found that since the cast 
had signed up with Harris to play in 
Coquette this season that they had suf- 
fered damages inasmuch as they are 


unemployed. The claim against Harris 
amounts to $3,050. two weeks’ salaries 
for Frederick Burton, Charles Waldron, 
Andrew Lawlor, Una Merkle and G. Al- 
bert Smith 

Harris held that for three years the 
cast had worked with Helen Hayes in 
the cast and that since her impending 
maternity rendered her unable to con- 


tinue no one else could play the part 
He said she was inseparably associated 
with Coquette and he naturally assumed 
the cast would not expect to continue 
without her. However. the contracts he 
held with the cast were simply for Co- 
quette, and no mention was made of 
Helen Hayes. 

Harris is now producing in London and 
has but one show on the road here. It 
is The Front Page. The decision against 
him was not signed by Charles Hertz- 
man, his arbitrator. Others who signed 
it were George Christie and William W. 
Pellet 

Coquette played for nearly three years 
on Broadway and the road. Helen Hayes 
married Charles MacArthur during the 
run of the play. She notified Harris of 
her inability to continue several weeks 
ago and immediately he discontinued 
plans to send the show out. The claims 
of the cast followed. 


Brady’s Plans Changed 


NEW YORK, Sept. 23.—Reports of the 
activities of William A. Brady, producer 
of the Pulitzer Prize Play, Street Scene, 
are conflicting. Elmer Rice, author of 
the play, just before Brady returned from 
Europe, had several actors lined up to 
join a Chicago company of Street Scene, 
but since the return of Brady this plan 
seems to have been abandoned. Chicago 
may not see it until after the new year. 
Brady will not make a definite an- 
nouncement of his plans. 

Grace George was to have been pre- 
sented here by Brady in The First Mrs. 
Fraser, the St. John Ervine comedy this 
fall. This, too, séems to have been 
passed for the present, and the talk is 
that Brady will open that piece here in 


January. Street Scene is the first hit 
Brady has had in 10 or 12 years It 
opened last January. He has made 


definite plans to send a company to Paris 
and one to London.

Michael Gold, editor of a _ radical 


magazine, contributed this opus to the 
Provincetown Playhouse and the group 
chose it as the vehicle thru which it 
would become established in the newly 
cleansed and decorated Garrick after 
nearly a decade of play producing down 
on Macdougal street. It is not a good 
selection. 

The play, one of the worst—but by a 
long measure not the worst—this sea- 


son, concerns the tribulations of a 
Mexican don who has faith in “the 
revolution” and his efforts to teach 


peons to work and a peon girl to become 
an aristocrat. The idea is good enough, 
but handled very badly. Indeed Gold is 
a much better radical than a playwright. 

The playhouse group has stolen up to 
Broadway, and stolen a few actors, too, 
it seems. There were a few old-time 
faces in the cast of this first offerinc 
of the new subscription season by the 
little art group. 

There is no necessity of going into 
the merits of the stuff handed to the 
actors, but with what they have Car! 
Benton Reid and Allen Nagle seem to 
do best, 

The dances staged by Tamiris and 
executed by a group of five girls are 
the only thing really worth while in the 
performance. The settings are nice.

Fresh from London triumphs, where 
it was known as Rope, this unusually 
morbid psychological study by Patrick 


Hamilton bids fair to find a sizable 
Alidience made up of the more intelli- 
kent playgoers. Certainly this is noth- 
Ing for the mob. It is too revolting, too 
utterly sadistic for general consumption 

A program note states that the author 
received his inspiration for the drama 
from De Quincey. The theme, however, 
has a more modern counterpart in our 
Own Loeb-Leopold case. Rope’s End 
Spares nothing in building up the awful 
details that prompted and succeeded 
that fiendish crime. This play deals 
with a motiveless slaying in which noth- 
ne was sought but the thrill reaction. 
Executed as the perfect crime, its per- 
petrators are exposed thru their own 
Neglect and conceit. 

However revolting this theme as a 
Subject for stage presentation may be 
to some, the fact remains that Hamilton 
has handled it with such finish and, if 
Sich a paradox can hold, delicate force- 
fulness that one becomes absorbed not 
in the horror of the crime itself, but in 


ne breaking down of its perpetra- 
rs. 

dere, again, is a production that owes 
its effectiveness to the expert direction 
and smooth playing that are given it. 
Rope’s End might easily be unbearable 
That it is not speaks wonders for those 
who have fashioned it. 

The play revolves around Wyndham 
Brandon and Charles Granillo, two mild- 
mannered, intellectual students, who kill 
their friend, a likable young athlete, 
and place his body in a chest in their 
apartment. They then invite his father, 
his aunt and a friend to dinner, which 
they serve from the chest holding the 
corpse. 

All the action of the play takes place 
with this chest in full view of the audi- 
ence. The significance in the drama is 
purely in watching the mental reactions 
of the two youths as they gloat over 
and brag about their deed. Hamiiton 
has shown himself to be a master crafts- 
man in the way he builds up his play. 
Never is there anything obvious about 
the developments, but there is an in- 
evitability about its progression that is 
without strain. 

The playing is very nearly all that 
could be expected. Ernest Milton, as the 
friend who finally exposes the two 
youths, gives an unusually finished and 
intelligent performance in a part that 
requires the greatest subtlety. 

Sebastian Shaw and Ivan Brandt, as 
the murderers, are equally as effective. 
Each has been particularly successful in 
bringing out the characteristic differ- 
ences with which the students reacted 
to their crime. Shaw’s work is unusua!- 
ly good in the last act when, after being 
the more restrained and self-contained 
of the two youths, physical terror seizes 
him and he breaks down. 

Samuel Lysons gives an impressive 
performance as the father of the victim 
and Hugh Dempster, Margaret Delamere, 
Nora Nicholson and John Trevor are 
well cast in their minor roles.

other just misses, Nigger Rich is excel- 
lent in entertainment, but is far from 
the hit column. The title over which 
McGowan made such a fuss in view of 
the theme is not in the opinion of this 
reviewer worth the row the author 
kicked up over it. 

The story is of ex-service men who have 
been broken in spirit and body by the 
war. The dialog is dialog of the army 
and accurate. The picture of a post-war 
disabled veterans’ club where two acts 
of the play are laid is one that reveals 
McGowan knows his ex-service men's 
situation 

The play, however, drags thruout ex 
cept when Spencer Tracy is on the stage 
Tracy is indeed an attribute that carried 
the action just when it is about to 
slump dismally He handles his lines 
and action so deftly that he wins the 
sympathy of the audience from his very 
first entrance. His performance is re- 
markable when the competition he faces 
in the cast is taken into consideration. 
The type into which he is cast fits him 
like the proverbial glove. 

Mike Kelly was a great hero in the 
war who found it easy to depend upon 
his hero-worshipping buddy, Gunny 
Jones. Jones has supported him from 
the time of the war until he trusts him 
with his entire savings. Kelly meets 
Nina Welman and decides he will go 
after big money. He plunges Gunny’'s 
money on a horse that actually wins 
and thru the kindness of Ray Cole. a 
war captain, soon finds himself ensconcea 


in a suite at the Ritz Kelly, however, 
has not fooled Eddie Perkins, who con- 
Sstantly is trying to dampen Gunny 
Jones’ spirit toward him. Kelly thinks 
only of himself and in the words of 
Perkins is a “heel”. He proves it by 
fooling around with Cole’s girl. Cole 


discovers it and breaks him as easily as 
he made him. Eight months later Kelly 
returns down and out to the veterans’ 
club and is welcomed back by Gunny. 
Gunny puts in a little time persuading 
his brother members to give Kelly a 
hand upward. He turns the tide against 
his buddy, but too late. Kelly has com- 
mitted suicide. 

The cast is one of the best appearing 
on Broadway. None, except Tracy, stands 
out above the others. Dressler, doing 
the part of Mike Kelly, is lovable in his 
ignorance of the ways of ‘men and 
women. There actually are men of Kel- 
ly’s type who have been thru the rigors 
of war but still believe the momentum 
of fame will carry them thru.

week in The Billboard, and will be incorporated into the revised by-laws of the 


association. General economic conditions 
in the vaudeville transfer business are 
forcing the transfer owners to act with 
concerted force. As in the case of the 
previously announced rules, severe penal- 
ties will be inflicted upon member firms 
for violation of any of the additional 
rules, which will ‘ikewise be effective 
Octobe: 1. 

The new conditions, as drawn up and 
passed at an Official meeting of the as- 
sociation’s executives, are: 


4. Each member is restricted to haul- 
ing within his own jurisdiction. 
Hereafter no member will be al- 
lowed to haul from his own into 
another’s territory. 

2. A chance in handling conditions: 
Out-of-town members will not be 
allowed to enter the New York ter- 
ritory, either to load or unload 
scenery or bagyage. 

3. When a haul involves a change in 
transfer jurisdiction, such loads 
must be hereafter transferred by 
rail. One exception will be granted 
to this ruling, that being where the 
haul involves adjoining territories, 
such as between Mount Vernon and 
Yonkers. 

4. An additional charge of $10 per load 
will be made on all acts normally 
classified as “units”. This charge 
will be in addition to the regular 
havlage rates. 

5. WNo other changes shall be made in 
the price scale, except to discrimi- 
nate between normal acts and units. 
The rules adopted by the association 

at the secret meeting September 11, and 

passed unanimously last week, refer to 


free storage, discounts or commissions, 
flat rate for ferry portage, charges for 
indivicual and minimum space storage, 


definition oy a load, and business solici- 
tation Accounts will be held rigidly 
hereafter to a 30-day-net basis.

Philly Bookers 
Target of Probe 


By License Dept. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 23.—Philadelphia 
bookers doing act-buying business here 
will be subjected to a searching investi- 
gation by the Municipal License Bureau 
within the next several weeks. The basis 
of the probe will be the status of the 


Philly bookers under the laws of this 
city. It became known several days ago 


that complaints were filed with Deputy 
Commissioner May F. Kennedy, in charge 
of theatrical agency inspection, that sev- 
eral of the Philly boys were operating 
here without troubling themselves to 
apply for lccal license supervision 

The status of the Philly indies op- 
erating here would never have been 
questioned, it is said by those in the 
know, if not for the persistency with 
which several of their number get into 
trouble with acts over the apparent dis- 
regard of play-or-pnay contracts. 

Deputy Commissioner Kennedy, it has 
been learned on good authority, will stop 
at nothing to inquire into the true state 
of atfvirs. She is said to have instructed 


her inspectors to give her a complete 
report of the activities of the Philly 
clique. 

While it is not assumed that all of the 
bookers coming here weekly from Philly 
are violating the local license regula- 
tions, the fact remains that not one of 
th ir numer is harbored in the office of 
a licensed theatrical employment agent, 
In this case their only chance to escape 
adverse action by the License Bureau is 
to prove conclusively that they are doing 
a net business, and not collecting stipu- 
lated commissions for getting acts work 
in. and around Philadelphia 

There is a hitch here, howevtr. Altho 
several of the persistent offenders, both 
jin observing local ilcense regulations and 
in pleying square with acts, may attempt 
to fix their books and.contracts to suit 
the License Bureau investigators, there 
are still many acts hereabouts with 
grievances who hold old contracts, and 
are awaiting a chance to show up the 
less ethical members of the Philly crowd.

CENSUS 


Complete Lineup of Indi- 
viduals Doing Business 
With RKO 


NEW YORK, Sept. 23.—There are now 
33 authorized agencies doing act-selling 
business on the RKO booking floor. This 
information is conveyed in a list issued 
by the big time, and released last week 
to the various agencies, bookers and 
sixti:-floor employees. Altho there are 
but 33 agencies, these make for a total] 
of 88 act salesmen carrying black books 
on the sixth floor. The average number 
of floor men from each office is two, altho 
several offices are represented by one 
agent, and the Weber-Simon. office tops 
the list with its six members being ad- 
initted on the floor. 

Benjamin David, added to the agent 
ranks two weeks ago, limits his floor ac- 
tivity to several hours a day, and Wil- 
liam Jackson, formerly rated as an as- 
sociate of Marty “orkins, is now per- 
mitted to sell acts on his own, altho he 
continues to use certain facilities of the 
Forkins Agency.

NVA’s Member Campaign; 
Form Arbitration Board 


NEW YORK, Sept. 23—The much- 
discussed membership drive of the Eddie 
Cantor-Pat Casey regime in the NVA 
will be sent off to an official start to- 
day by supplying application blanks to 
every house in the country playing 
vaudeville. The aim of the drive spon- 
sors is to corral 15,000 new members. 
According to one of the officials of the 
organization there are 23,000 members 
listed, but only 10,000 of these are in 
good standing 

As previously intimated, the $25 in- 
itiation fee has been waived for the 
length of the drive, which will end on 
November 30 at midnight. The sole fi- 
nancial requirement for membership 
during the campaign period will be the 
annual dues of $10. 

In the application blanks being dis- 
tributed thruout the country among the 
requirements listed for membership are 
two years’ experience as an artiste and 
being engaged as an artiste “during the 
past nine months.” Many in the trade 
are wondering how the large percentage 
of layoffs aspiring to membership in the 
NVA will be able to meet the latter con- 
dition. 

In the questionnaire accompanying 
the official application blank are two 
clauses referring to “other organiza- 
tions”. One of these reads: “Are you a 
member in good standing of any the- 
atrical or benevolent organization?” The 
second clause reads: “Have you been a 
member of any theatrical or benevolent 
organization and not now in good stand- 
ing?” 

The one-day collection idea of pro- 
curing NVA funds is being dropped and 
in its place a plan will be perfected 
whereby member houses of the VMA will 
contribute one day's receipts to the ac- 
tors’ organization. 

There is still perceptible in NVA cir- 
cles an undercurrent of dissatisfaction 
over the changing of the society's name 
to National Variety Artistes. It is 


brought out by the adamant objectors 
to the move that the new designation 
in no way achieves the purpose meant 
for it, 1. e., covering branches of the 
amusement field outside of vaudeville.

It is likely that in the near future 
Cantor will avail himself of the invita- 
tion of the American Arbitration Asso- 
ciation and use its facilities and man 
power to settle unusually difficult cases 
that may arise.

Style—Person- 
al appearance and monolog. Setting— 
In one Time—Seventeen minutes. 


Thy ould play Hail, the Conquering 
Hero Comes, as entrance music for 
Charlie Murray on this tour. Back in 
the ‘“big-one-for-a-nickel” days this 
emirent screen comedian was a 60-50 
personality of the team of Murray and 
Mack. Now he returns to the institution 
that had risen to the level of two-a-day 


and dropped to the average of four-a-day 
as a big film “name” in a rather stiff 
but clever monolog and naturally knocks 
them dead. 

Murray had the essentials of a good 
monologist before he became the target 
for pies and other gooey missiles in the 
flickers. He retains these and displays 
besides an ingratiating personality not 
unlike that he has made famous in the 
silent division of the screen. The Mur- 
ray monicker is a fairly big one in films 
and backed up by the collection of gags, 
stories and droll comment supplied by 
Joe Mitchell makes for an altogether de- 
sirable act for houses that can pay good 
dough for their vaudeville. 

RKO or whoever was assigned to get 
up the trailer used as a prolog.to Mur- 
ray’s flesh appearance must have been 
hard put for material. The result is that 
stills are used instead of actual screen 
shots. Such an insufficiency in a big- 
time house doesn’t speak well for some- 
body. 

In the sixth spot here they gave Mur- 
Tray a great ovation and received his 
memorized drollisms with utmost cor- 
diality. He mugged a bit, but not enough 
to satisfy those who remember his film

This has the makings of a sensational 
novelty act. It just falls short of mak- 
ing that rating, as judged on the show- 
ing at the Saturday afternoon viewing. 
A nice-appearing troupe of seven men, 
working in white tights. Two of their 
number work thruout from high perches 
at either side of the stage. Instead of 
assuming conventional reclining posi- 
tions in the casting bits, they stand erect 
thruout and use their hands to cast the 
five mid-air workers. Their novel posi- 
tion causes the throw to be made in 
underhand rather than overhand fashion. 
The idea is different, and therefore novel 
in aspect, but not appreciably pleasanter 
to view than the conventional poses. 

The ensemble stunts consist of com- 
binations of Risley displacements and 
casting. Not more than two of the troupe 
are sailing thru the air at a time. The 
Risley formations range from two to four 
high. The troupe appeared the least bit 
stiff in preparatory maneuvers at this 
performance. This might have easly been 
dissipated later in the week. They have 
a neat finish stunt, calling for the perch 
men supporting three of their colleagues 
doing rope-swinging bits from iron-jaw 
terminals. Should make the grade with 
the least bit fixing as a big-time opener.

And His NIGHT CLUB REVUE 


With the Marcelle Trio (Nicholas, Honera 
and Vorhees), Lucille Hayes and 
Al Jockers 


Reviewed at the Palace. Style—Cabaret 
revue.

—Thirty-three minutes. 


In a period of six seasons Friedland 
has carried over the significant houses 
of the big time and other circuits five 
version o his stage-adapted night-club 
Offering. The latest edition of Fried- 
land’s perennial vehicle is quite up to 
standard, but not noticeably better than 
its predecessors. This reviewer caught 
three of them. This act proves Friedland 
to be an alm st perfect showman. Lack- 
ing to some extent 1n specialty brilliance 
(more of a quantitative than a qualitative 
failing), it easily clears the audience 
appreciation hurdles. And for this, 
thanks to the ingenious atmosphere 
Friedland ‘as built around his little 
show within a show, and to his precious 
tidbits of applause prodding and char- 
acteristic personalisms. 

Friedland has dispensed with his band, 
which makes us wonder now whether h¢ 
ever really used one on stage appear- 
ances. At this show the drafting of the 
pit men for musical background work 
was particularly noticeable, due to the 
long and rather >m.arrassing stage waits 
preceding and following the act. Al 
Jockers remains as baton wielder, and 
does a mighty fine job of it. Lucille 
Hayes does a jazz number on toes, with 
the special reference by FriedjJand that 
she is the originator of the number, 
which no novelty band seems to be 
without these days. The eight-girl en- 
semble is not so forte on limb looks, but 
they are unusually clever. Every miss is 
an expert in her own style of pedalistics, 
and gets a chance to solo, but there is 
too much stress laid on acrobatics. May- 
be Friedland has hearkened too readily 
to the call of current terpsichorean 
styles. 

There are adagio trios and 
trios, but Friedland has a combo in 
Nicholas, Honera and Voorhees who can 
match skill, grace and technic with the 


adagio 


best in the East. Few better trios, at 
least, have appeared at the Palace since 
someone or other (don’t get us into any 
arguments) originated the idea several 
seasons back. The petite girl is pro- 
pelled in some neut throws, in which 
daring is neatly fused with unrelin- 
quished grace. They're a big item in 
this act, and, for that matter, would be 
in any act or production 

Jellybean Johnson, unbilled, tho an- 
nounced by Friedland and dubbed the 
composer-producers’ valet, was one of 
the big smashes of this viewing. The 
dusky youngster is spotted plump onto 
the finale in a limbless number, and he 
almost tore down the house. Jellybean’s 
feet do everything feet can do 

Included in this version is Friedland’s 
old standby, the revival of his melody 
hits via the warbling of a tenor and 
Anatole’s ivory tickling as the ensemble 
girlies illustrate the motifs by parading 
in appropriate costumes. They'll like 
this act and play it plenty if the money 
is right, but to compete with the Benny 
Davises, Fanchon & Marco thingamajigs 
and others several more strong specialty 
people might have to be added.

Herbert and his two-people support dish 
out the laughs in healthy portions in a 
skit, Father’s Holiday, by Roy Kings 
Besides providing a steady stream of 
belly laughs, they also serve good 
warbling and hoofing. Herbert gets big 
returns with his elephantine antics, 
mugging and amusing way of talking.

After getting 
all the comedy possible out of that 
session’ the copper and Herbert start in 
again when papa is caught spanking his 
baby. The latter bit allows the cop to 
appropriately warble Sing a Little Song. 
Midget pulls a load of laughs with his 
loud crying and mischievous pranks 
Finale is all dancing. with Herbert step- 
ping well and surprising with cartwheels, 
Cop taps and midget shakes his little 
feet at a fast tempo. Cornered a show- 
stopping reception, and Herbert did a 
curtain spiel S. H.

With Kennedy working in heavy black- 
face and Miss Kramer daubed a light 
brown, this mixed team offer a routine 
of hard-shoe tap dancing of a quality 
that is hard to beat. They do duo and 
solo dancing, and in the latter it can 
easily be understood why Maude Kramer 
is using the title of “Champion Lady 
Hard-Shoe Tap Dancer”. She steps at a 
fast pace in feee style and her taps 
ring out bell-like beats. Kennedy solos 
with exceedingly fast, taps in something 
of a shuffle style. They also bring in 
warbling and banjo strumming. Pack

This five-people affair has Marty Col- 
lins, of Collins and Peterson, as one of 
its sponsors, and his brother, Bob, and 
Jack Reddy are featured. The cast is 
rounded out by the two Henderson 
Sisters and an unbilled boy dancer. Act is 
brand new and is not as vet hitting on 
all six cylinders, but it has possibilities 
Bob Collins, who resembles Marty, has 
the comedian assignment, doing well 
with it, while Reddy does straight to him 
and warbles well. Henderson Sisters fare 
well with song and dance numbers, as 
well as doing nicely with lines The 
unbilled boy scores with eccentric danc- 
ing, but could improve in handling 
lines. 

Idea of the turn is centered around 
two men, Reddy and Collins, who have 
made an airplane expedition into polar 
regions, where they meet three polarites. 
One is a traffic cop, sporting a uniform 
similar to that of a street cleaner, and 
the others are a sister team. Collins 
manages to inject plenty of clowning 
while gabbing with Reddy or with the 
three-people support. His attire for 
combatting the cold weather is a laugh 
in itself.

THE LITTLE VAGABOND 
By Edgar Allan Woolf 
Supported by Charles Bunnell, Walter

tecn minutes. 


Stop wondering why the dramatic 
sketch, with some noteworthy excep- 
tions, has not been getting its due from 
the big-time booking office. Consider 
this anemic vehicle written for that dra- 
matic prodigy, Junior Durkin. It suffices 
as an explanation. Happily, the puerile 
affair, written by Edgar Allan Woolf (who 
really knows better), does not entirely 
destroy the natural appeal of the young- 
ster who made a sound investment out 
of Tom Barry’s Courage of last season's 
vintage. 

The idea in presenting Junior Durkin 
in vaude. was to show the variety patrons 
how Junior can make theni laugh and 
cry, and possibly amuse them while do- 
ing neither. This part of the assignment 
is rather ingeniously carried out in this 
sketch. Junior is a homeless and 
scrupulously honest kid who finds him- 
self, bag and baggage, in front of an in- 
viting edifice labeled as a “Reformatory”. 
A keeper who tries to be gruff, but has 
a hard time of it, engages in both a 
verbal and physical tussle with the 
kid, who wants to make the reformatory 
his home, but is prevented from so do- 
ing by legal complications. A gent ar- 
rives on the scene and provides the op- 
portunity. The kid swipes the gent’s 
hanhy and is about to gratify his wish, 
when a girlie, cast as the gent’s daughter, 
comes on and queers the plan. 

Complications ensue. The gent is a 
sociologist, on the lookout for an in- 
corrigible boy to be reared in his home 
as a means Of disproving the theory of 
skeptics who claim that bad boys can- 
not be purged of their faults. But the 
kid is too good to be used as a subject 
for the experiment. All looks black un- 
til the gent and his daughter change 
their minds. From then on it’s hunky- 
dory. 

Junior handles his big role with char- 
acteristic cleverness and a certain de- 
gree of artistry. He did here probably 
far better than the script author be- 
lieved was possible in his most inspired 
moments. The vehicle is good enough 
for the purpose intended. That’s about 
all they require of sketches at this period 
when the “name” counts more than any- 
thing else. Bunnell, as the keeper, makes 
a far better impression than Pearson, as 
the sociologist. Gertrude Durkin, Junior's 
big sister, gives a certain something to 
her part that is sadly lacking in the two 
supporting males. E. E. S&S.

A show that runs as smoothly as a Rolls Royce engine. The first half is just 
about perfect, and Beatrice Lillie is sandwiched in the three spots of the second 
half, which takes good care of that. Favorable weather and the toplining of Lady 
Peel and Bert Lytell accounted for the biggest Saturday afternoon the ace house 
has had in many months. 

PEPITO, the Spanish buffoon whose debut here five years ago was a sensation, 
makes the oft ignored opening spot one of the big features of the show. He 
achieved a decisive show-stop with his now familiar mimicry, droll pantomime, 
ventriloquism, and a thousand and one other litt'e tricks that go toward making 
up the performance of a master jester.

Resigns From 


Canadian F.P. 


TORONTO, Sept. 21.—N. L. Nathanson, 
menaging director of the Famous Players 
Canadian Corporation, has resigned as 
a result of differences over the sale of 
the circuit to Gaumont British Corpora- 
tion. Arthur Cohen, former chairman 
of the executive board, has been ap- 
pointed to succeed Nathanson. 

The Gaumont company had tried to 
buy the Canadian chain, but the British 
firm refused to sell, and in turn made 
an offer for the F. P. Company. Nathan- 
son favored the sale, with Gaumont of- 
fering $75 a share for the stock, which 
has been selling around $73. A meeting 
was held here this week between Adolph 
Zukor, Nathanson; J. T. Dickell, vice- 
president of the Canadian company, and 
I. W. Killiam, a director of the company 
and head of the Royal Securities, Ltd., 
of Montreal. Zukor and Killam opposed 
the sale. 

Fox also has been reported as seeking 
to buy the Femous Players Canadian 
Corporation. 

Fox is said to have control of 27 per 
cent of the Gaumont Company's stock. 

Nathanson, in a statement, said in 
part: 

“I proposed to convert Famous Play- 
ers Canadian into part of a tremen- 
dously bigger thing. I went to England 
to form a company big enough to tel: 
Adolph Zukor that Canada or any other 
part of the British Empire was no long- 
er a spoke in his wheel. My resignation 
was solely due to the fact that all 
Canadian shareholders were not being 
given an opportunity to voice their views 
I. W. Killam lined up with Zukor, and I 
was the third side of the triangle. 

“It was my intention to produce Em- 
pire pictures tn a big way—to make a 
company as big as Paramount—to send 
one unit to Canada, another to Australia 
and another here and there in the Brit- 
ish Empire. I would have made 50 pic- 
tures a year in Canada. They could 
have been so big that on their merits 
they would market anywhere in the 
world, even in the United States. 

“I wanted to put on end to the 
stranglehold of Broadway on the Cana- 
dian picture business and to. give 
Canadians first-class pictures other than 
those produced in Hollywood and put 
Canada and the British Empire on the 
map of moving pictures. 

“We had the capital. We had every- 
thing arranged, but unfortunately Fox

“He had no desire to see Fox put a 
erlmp in him in Canada even by means 
of Gaumont and a Canadian company 
Killam voted with Zukor to prevent the 
Canadians voting on the Gaumont offer.”

Neither Paramount nor Warner Bros., 
and particularly the former, wanted to 
make any moves that would incur the 
disfavor of the Federal authorities in 
view of the Paramount decision of two 
years ago. 

Under the present plan, as reported 
approved by Washington, both Para- 
mount and Warner Bros. will operate as 
they now do, with the only changes in 
the directorate. Producing and operat- 
ing independently of each other, the 
main advantages of the holding company 
idea are in the direction of sales outlet 
and concentration, product and control 
of picture output. 

When Fox bought Loew's and M-G-M, 
it was reported he took considerable 
pains to gain favor in Washington thru 
Senatorial and other cortacts before even 
closing the deal, with Warners and Para- 
mount less fearful of, consequences as a 
direct result when they were ready to 
feel out the capital city authorities. 

With certain pressure recently having 
been brought to bear on the Federal 
Trade Commission, against which has 
been leveled some caustic criticism for 
its supposed laxity in restraining com- 
binations, it is now more certain than 
ever that Fox and Loew will operate 
separately, the same as Warners and 
Paramount propose to do.

“Words and Music” 
(FOX-MOVIETONE) 
At Park Plaza 

Its story slight and its theme the 
loves and lives of 16-year-olds. Words 
and Music brings little to the screen to 
interest the average person. Set against 
a conventional collegiate background, the 
picture sets out to detail—and detail it 
is—the efforts of an ambitious young 
musically inclined schoolboy to win 
little Mary Brown from the talk of the 
football team. 

Inducing Mary (Lois Moran) to be 
his leading lady in a show for which the 
prize is $1,500, the young lady con- 
veniently gets involved in a prank that 
weuld cost her expulsion from college, 
but everything is all right until the 
show is set and a tattletale, kowtowing 
to the dean, threatens to tel] all unless 
she gets the part Mary is to play. Our 
hero doesn’t tell Mary the reason for her 
sudden ousting from his show, but she 
finds out just in the nick of time and 
plays the part anyway, someone having 
locked up the dean in the meantime, and 
as all things happen in college pictures, 
Mary is forgiven near the finish. 

This is Miss Moran's second talkie. 
She acquits herself creditably, but not 
as impressively as in Behind That Cur- 
tain, which afforded her a better role. 
Opposite the little star is David Percy, 
who is no great shakes. Tom Patricola’s 
talents are more or less wasted, as are 
those of Helen Twelvetrees, the vil- 
lainess. 

As its title indicates, Words and Music 
is a story with a good deal of accom- 
panying music and _ singing. Tho 
passable, none of it would be missed had 
Fox forgotten about doing the picture. 

James Tinling’s direction makes no 
pretensions to originality and the acting 
of the characters in some instances is 
notably stiff and unnatural. Dialog is 
only average—below it if anything. — 

Fox first showed Words and Music 
in this territory in a neighborhood first- 
run, giving it four days.

(FOX-MOVIETONE) 
At the Roxy 

This is the first costume picture that 
contains considerable good music with- 
out any sacrifice of story value.

Balkan 
trouble having broken out unsuspect- 
ingly, the young prince finally becomes 
a common sailor and lands in Hollywood 
to look for work in pictures at precisely 
the moment the director is searching for 
someone to play the part of a prince 
opposite the girl the prince had lost in 
the European shuffle. 

The scene they enact naturally is a 
natural, establishing the prince as well 
as the princess that nearly was as stars, 
with the real rather than the movie 
marriage they do left to the imagination 
in the face of “finis” to the picture 

J. Harold Murray and Norma Terris 
are capital in the leading roles. Walter 
Catlett, making his bow under the Fox 
banner, is seen as the movie mogul who 
discovered Norma and, by accident, 
Murray. 

Oscar Strauss’ music, along with spe- 
cial numbers by Dave Stamper and 
Arthur Kay, lends a pleasant musical 
background to the production. Story, 
dialog and lyrics, by Harlan Thompson, 
are creditable on the whole, and the 
direction by Marcel Silver puts some- 
thing of a feather in his talkie cap. 

Most audiences ought to like this all- 
talking, singing and dancing costume 
romance. In the last reel the public 
gets a glance at Movietone City and an 
insight into how sets look when the 
camera goes off to the side or top. This 
should give ’em a thrill. R. C. 


“Man Trap” 
(UNIVERSAL) 
At Loew’s 83d Street 

This picture ts of the usual LaPlante 
type and is fortunate enough to boast 
of a supporting cast, that not only adds 
& great deal to the production, but at 
times threatens to take the starring role 
away from Uncle Carl’s favorite blonde. 

The supporting company includes none 
other than Neil Hamilton and Norman 
Trevor, whose comedy work brings this 
production from its rather dull silent 
beginning to a whirlwind talkie finish. 

The picture is divided into two parts, 
the synchronized and the talkie, and the 
beginning is very slow, with recording 
that is at its best poor.

has a winner in this one. The excellent 
shots of airplane maneuvers should keep

Ralph Graves, in addition to playing 
the 1 ng juvenile role in this produc- 
tion, is also the author of the story 
Graves has taken the incident in the 
Stanford-Georgia Tech game at Pasa- 
dena, Calif., last year when Reigel lost 
his bearings and carried the ball to his 
Own goal as the basis of his first few 
sequences. Graves plays the role of the 
football player who, harassed by ridicule 
of the public and newspapers, turns to

Realizing this condition, 
the student gives the girl the so-called 
ozone without an explanation. With 
his football fliv coming back into his 
life at intervals Graves is all the more 
harassed when he fails in his first solo 
flight and is injured. However, Holt 
arranges to keep him on at the school 
as his mechanic. The scene shifts tu 
Nicaragua, where the character of the 
bandit-insurgent, Sandino, is brought 
into the story. The Flying Devils, as the 
nine planes are known, start a non-stop 
flight to the insurgent’s territory to 
quell the rebellion and rescue marines 
who are surrounded in the jungles of 
the malaria-infested lands. Into this se- 
quence some marvelous flying scenes 
have been inserted. We see the planes 
at night under immense arc lights tak- 
ing off: we see them at dawn hovering 
above an uneven wilderness with a back- 
ground of mammoth mountains; we see 
them landing at their Central American 
camp; they fly in odd battle formations, 
in singles, duos and various groups. We 
see them drop bombs upon the enemy 
with machine guns sputtering from the 
cockpits. Up to this point the picture 
is out of the ordinary, but from here 
on the story is so directly similar and 
repetitious of similar scenes in Sub- 
marine, in which Holt and Graves also 
appeared, that one is naturally disap- 
pointed at its lack of originality. 

The cast that Columbia has assembled 
is one of the finest that has ever ap- 
peared in a talking film. Jack Holt is 
superb as the rough sergeant-aviator and 
comes thru with the dialog in a manner 
that is astounding. He gives real char- 
acter to the role of Panama Williams.

Ethel Barrymore, touring in The 
Kingdom of God and The Love Duel, is 
finding the audiences on the road ex- 
tremely eager for legitimate productions. 

For at ideast six months Portland 
(Ore.) playgoers had not seen a living 
actor in a spoken play until Miss Barry- 
more appeared there recently. Before 
Miss Barrymore began her week's en- 
gagement in the Dufwin Theater the 
seats for the entire eight performances 
were practically sold out. Her week's 
receipts constitute a record for drama 
in that city, which, even in the palmy 
days, was regarded at best as a three- 
day stand. 

Twelve days before Miss Barrymore 
was to appear in the American Theater, 
Spokane, the local manager, Gertrude 
Huntington, wired Lee Shubert, Miss 
Barrymore’s manager: “Completely sold 
out for Barrymore. Won't you please 
give us at least another night? Wire 
collect.” It was impossible to extend the 
Spokane engagement, as the other towns 
booked that week also were reporting 
sell-out prospects and would not agree to 
losing the star. Managers of theaters 
in these small cities complain not of 
lack of public interest in the spoken 
drama, but of the dearth of traveling 
attractions.

ANOTHER “ACT OF GOD’—The Ac- 
tors’ Equity Association has undertaken 
to render a solemn and erudite decision 
on the question of whether or not, when 
the leading actress in a highly successful 
play suddenly finds herself facing 
motherhood, the situation may be at- 
tributed to an act of God. The matter 
arose when the play suddenly was closed 
because of the impending event, and the 
rest of the cast, not sharing the joy of 
the prospective parents and having board 
bills to meet, brought suit for salaries 
they would have earned under run-of- 
the-play contracts. Thus, in effect, they 
contest the idea that the baby is an act 
of God and lay the blame on the man- 
agement. The management denies all 
responsibility and puts it up to Divine 
Providence. And that, in a nutshell, is 
what Equity must sit in judgment up- 
on. Blaming things on God is an an- 
cient legal subterfuge incorporated in 
contracts for many decades. For the ac- 
tors and actresses, this includes torna- 
does, train wrecks, flood, lightning and 
the burning of the opera house. [If 
Equity decides against the managers in 
this case, future contracts may include 
babies among the accidents and unex- 
pected events that may halt a show de- 
spite afiything the management, by the 
exercise of reasonable precaution, can do 
to prevent. It’s all very interesting —

MUSIC MAKES SCREEN 
CLOSE ALLY OF STAGE 


HE realization of the close affiliation 

of the screen and the stage since 

the advent of talking pictures ts 
becoming more apparent as the weeks 
roll! by. Where producers, not all of 
them, but many, have come to the con- 
clusion that it does not necessarily re- 
quire cultured voices or experienced 
players of the legitimate stage for the 
talking screen and that the screen stars 
with the proper direction and necessary 
coaching are coming thru, the musical 
end of the two leaders in the theatrical 
field is exceptionally close. 

The screen, before talk became a 
necessary adjunct, had numerous music 
arrangers to look after the orchestral 
scores or the synchronized score. But 
now original musical numbers for nu- 
merous screen productions are as much 
in demand as original stories or success- 
ful plays. The screen has gone musical 
by a vast majority. To compete with 
the revues and musical comedies of the 
legitimate stage the screen has drawn 
heavily from the legitimate stage’s 
sources. 

One has but to glance over the list 
of composers, lyricists and librettists 
now on the Coast to realize how closely 
allied is the stage and the screen from 
a musical angle It is the one end of 
the sound game that could not turn for 
aid to the musical arrangers who had 


seen service in the days of the silent 
drama. It needed experienced compos- 
rs, versed in originality in music, ideas 
and the construction of lyrics. 

Ramon Novarro’s talking picture, Devil 
May Care, is a fair example of the af- 
filiation of screen and stage. The pic- 
ture is a story of France in the days 
between the exile of Napoleon to Elba 
and his return. Novarro has the role of 
Armand, a young royalist.

Ada DeLisle, a personally attractive 
brunet ingenue-soubret with a slender 
symmetrical] form, distinguished herself 
admirably in leading several numbers, 
stopped the show on her first number 
by a graceful parade on the spotlighted 
stage and could, if she would, have done 
likewise On her second number, 

“Wee” Mary Clark, a dainty, diminu- 
tive singing and dancing soubret, led 
several numbers with personality plus 
pep, supplementing with a violin ac- 
companiment to her own dancing spe- 
cialty, and in company with her sisters, 
Rose and Agnes Clark, two pretty 
blondes, put over a singing and tap 
dancing specialty that evidenced the 
thoroly trained trio. 

Betty Carlton, a statuesque brunet, in 
the opening scene as Miss Liberty atop 
the statue, orated distinctly and em- 
phatically, and later in the presentation 
worked well in scenes and by her sing- 
ing merits the title of prima donna. 

Jack Reid's name does not appear on

Auditoriums 


PORTLAND, Ore. — Because the city 
does not have the money at present,

for handling road shows. It will take 
32,00C to install heavy drapes on a sys- 
tem of tracks so that 1,000 seats can 
be eliminated. 


LAKESIDE, Mich. — Workmen have 
been called to straighten out the wall of 
the $125,000 auditorium which was re- 
cently completed here. Shortly: after 
the dedication the wall began to bulge, 
and steel braces must be used to hold 
the arches in their correct places. 


NEW ORLEANS.—Charles A. Kock has 
been appointed manager of the City 
Auditorium, to take charge of the struc- 
ture October 1, at which time the ad- 
ministration office will be located in the 
Hibernia Bank Building. The new man- 
ager is an interior decorator and paint- 
ing contractor. The auditorium when 
completed by January 1 will be a com- 
bination meeting place, opera house and 
convention hall. Its possibilities from 
a public standpoint virtually are un- 
limited. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn.—A prize ring and 
wrestling arena may shortly become part 
of the equipment of the Auditorium if 
the commission acts favorably to a sug- 
gestion offered by the Shelby County 
Athletic Commission. “The plan calls for 
an arena to be built in several sections,” 
Mayor Overton said. “After fights or 
wrestling matches, it could be taken 
apart and stored in the basement, ready 
for use again. The commission seemed 
to think favorably of the idea, and an 
estimate of the cost probably will be 
made shortly.” 


MILWAUKEE. — Contracts have been 
signed for the mammoth cathedral or- 
gan to be installed in Milwaukee Audi- 
torium for Morris Gest’s production of 
The Miracle, November 12 to 30. J. H. 
Thuman, general manager of The Mira- 
cle, announced that the contract had 
been awarded a St. Louis concern. 
Thuman ordered the organ for the 
Olympia, Detroit. where The Miracle is 
to be shown also. Because of the size 
and intricacy of the instruments, it is 
impossible to move them with the other 
stage properties, and so a new organ will 
be especially built for Milwaukee, with 
particular attention to the size and 
shape of the main arena of the Audito- 
rium. A special organ chamber will be 
built in at the west end of the prosce- 
nium wall. 


KANSAS CITY.—An entirely new con- 


vention hall big enough to take care 
of any three conventions Kansas City 
secures—a building that would cost at 


least $3,500,000, on the site of the pres- 


ent structure, with necessary ground 
added. has been approved by a majority 
of a joint committee. Two plans were 


submitted and given full consideration. 
A majority favored the bigger plan. The 
other plan would provide merely for an 
additional building across 13th street, 
south of Convention Hall. The plan 
given majority approval would remove 
the present building and start from the 
ground. The vacant ground north of the 
Robert E. Lee Hotel, extending thru to 
Wyandotte street, a width of 225 feet, 
would be added to the site. Also, 53 feet 
on Central sticet, north of the present 
structure, would be added.

The Street Singer is a very ordinary 
musical show, built along stereotyped 
lines and offering little that will startle 
the more exacting »iaygoer. Those who 
seek dancing in thir musical shows will 
find more than enough to satisfy. Other- 
wise there is littic, excepting Queenie 
Smith and Andrew Tombes, to make it 
outstanding. 

As far as the book is concerned, The 
Street Singer may bes. be described as 
just another of those Cinderella stories, 
employing all those situations and over- 
sentimentalities that have proved most 
effective over the iast 20 years. The 
theme is just so much bosh, and that it 
holds tozether at all is due to the en- 
gazing performance cf Miss Smith. Here, 
thanks be, is one musical comedy actress 
who can and does act “cute” success- 
fully. 

The music, credited to three writers, 
offers little. All of it ‘s ordinary and most 
of it reminiscent... As a background for 
the intticate gyrations of the ensemble 
it fills its place, but that lets it out. 
There is not a tune in the production 
that is worth remembering and none 
that is likely to be. 

When Andrew Tombes is on the stage, 
which is not half often enough, this 
show really gets going. The weakness 
in it is that these spurts are short- 
lived. Here is an exceptionally capable 
comedian, who is smothered by the 
gaudy trappings, the limpid book and 
the efforts of a chorus too much inclined 
to gymnastics. Given a chance, Tombes 
does lift the show out of the doldrums. 
He should be given more and a healthy 
cutting applied to the other departments. 

Inasmuch as The Street Singer marks 
the producing debut of Busby Berkeley, 
Broadway’s most mathematically inclined 
dance director, it is easy to understand 
why the production has a super- 
abundance of hoofing. It would appear 
that Berkeley has gone too far. A little 
goes a long way, especially when the en- 
emble numbers are built on the same 
eneral design, which sacrifices grace and 
charm to precision, pep and noise. Most 
of the numbers are too long, and succeed 
not only in tiring the members of the 
chorus, but in having a similar affect 
on the audience. 

There is much good talent wasted in 
this production. Miss Smith and Guy 
Robertson have :nost of the book on 
their shoulders. Miss Smith is more 
than successful in carrying her part, but 
Robertson suffers from being poorly cast. 
He is more at home in the romantic type 
of musical where his tendency to pose is 
in harmony with the surroundings. In 
this production he is seen to advantage 
only wh°n handling his song numbers

female buffoons, doesn’t have a chance 
in this one. Harry K. Morton, with whom 
she is teamed, suffers likewise. Morton is 
best when sticking *o his dancing, for, as 
far as comedy is concerned, Tombes gives 
him too much to shoot at. Nick Long, 
Jr., likewise is most effective when shak- 
inz his feet 

Jane Alden, unusually pleasing to look 
at, does well with her unsympathetic as- 
signment. Frank Lalor is excellent as a 
prefect of police, and makes an excellent 
working partner for Tombes. Edward 
Garvie also gives a good account of him- 
self ir a straight part. Among the other 
members of the cast who stand out are 
Ruth Shields, Peggy Cornell and Audrey 
Maple. 

The direction of *he book is uneven 
anc there is a decided tendency to over- 
play some of the situations. This is 
especially true of the cinner-table scene 
between Robertson and Miss Smith, which 
loses its comedy punch because it is too 
protracted. 

Watson Barratt’s settings are gaudy in 
their effort to be pretentious. The cos- 
tumes are bright and flashy.

Lee Wilson Dodd just misses fire in 
this one. Starting out with the basis 
for a fine, strong, closely knit play. he 
succeeds in hewing to the line thru a 
good first act. After that A Strong 
M1n’s House begins to disintegrate, be- 
comes vague and sputtering and ends 
weakly. 

In other words, Dodd, who is perhaps 
better known as a novelist, has been far 
more successful in stating his theme 
than he has been in qdeveloping it. With 
the first act out of the way one is never 
quite sure just what point the author 
is trying to drive home. In fact, one 
doubts even if the members of the cast 
are quite clear on that point. 

The artificiality of the leading char- 
acters and the situations in which they 
are concerned are so obvious that the 
whole structure of the play is under- 
mined. This same defect Js apparent in 
much of the dialog, which is stilted and 
preachy. 

As far as the story is concerned it has 
to do with that age-old battle between 
the material and the idealistic. A 
grasping, rough and unscrupulous old 
capitalist is irritated and disappointed 
in his idealistic son, who is given to 
quoting poetry and harboring socialistic 
ideas, and considers him a weakling. On 
his deathbed he requests that his nurse, 
a scheming, dominating woman, marry 
the boy and make a “man” of him. 

The youth, being really in love with 
the nurse, does so. In the end this sup- 
posed weakling has asserted his strength 
and succeeded not only in realizing his 
ideas, but in proving the woman's real 
love for him 

Despite the defects in writing and 
structure, A Strong Man’s House is 
worthy of a better fate than it is likely 
to receive on Broadway. It is consider- 
ably above the “run-of-the-mill” play 
and on that basis it deserves the support 
of those who look for something serious 
in the theater. 

Mary Nash gives a distinctive and un- 
usually worth-while performance as the 
nurse. That she seldom succeeds in 
entering the realms of the credible tr 
due to no fault of her own, but to the 
artificiality of the part. It is impossible 
to believe in the character as she ts 
or the position she is supposed to con- 
vey.

to be desired. In the second act, how- 
ever, Vail gives a creditable account of 
himself and succeeds in making the

Howard Lang, as the invalid father, 
makes the most of his opportunities in 
the first act and if he does show an 
inclination to overdo the gruff, brusk 
bellowings of the man it is not entirely 
out of place considering the synthetic 
quality of the play as a whole. 

Some of the most agreeable and 
easiest moments in the play are those 
given to A. G. Andrews, in the role of 
a faithful, old confidential secretary 
Robert Strange also does well as a lawyer 
of questionable practices. The lesser 
parts are ably handled by Charles Horn, 
Robert W. Craig, Ray Collins and Ross 
Hertz. 

All things considered, Lionel 
direction has been satisfactory. Livings- 
ton Platt’s single setting is excellent.

An attempt to satirize the links that 
closely bind gangsters, law enforcement 
officials and attorneys, Philadelphia 
misses the mark by considerable margin. 
There is no denying that S. John Park 
has based his play on a sound idea that, 
handled with some deftness, would be 
pungent theater. As it stands, however, 
this one is a cumbersome, flabby effort 
at satire. 

There is no reason for believing that 
Philadelphia stands a chance on Broad- 
way. Woefully uneven and naively ob- 
vious, it lacks the finesse that is the first 
essential to this type qf play. So broad 
has been the handling of the theme that 
instead of bordering on the satirical it is 
more often burlesque. 

Admitting the apparent defects in the 
writing, the production suffers much 
from the weak direction that interprets 
it. Stilted and crude, the climactic 
situations become almost | ridiculous. 
This weakness is «specially evident in 
those scenes which call for some action, 

The first act, while overtalkie and de- 
clamatory, affers some hope. Slow in 
getting under way, it builds up to an 
excellent melodramatic situation. In the 
second session, more obviously aimed at 
satire, things develop with some degree 
of smothness until the supposed heavy 
“punch” is aimed. As a matter of fact, 
this blow, instead of knocking the audi- 
ence cver, kills the play. Seldom has an 
audience been faced with a more 
ridiculous situation. After all, it must 
be remembered that Philadelphia makes 
no attempt at poking fun at the mystery 
plays. 

Certainly the author of this one has 
not been successful at injecting an ele- 
ment of suspense into the final solution 
of his story. The program goes to some 
lengths to request the audience not to 
divulge the “surprise finish”, as it so 
coyly states. Frankly, such precaution is 
unecessary. The frst act is not finished 
before it is obvious who, in the end, will 
be the supercriminal whose identity is 
#0 carefully shroud. 

Considering the crude mechanics of 
this piece, there ts little that the players 
can do to carry conviction. Walter Ayers, 


as the detective-serzeant, and Ernest 
Pollock, as a sourfaced but humorous 
coromer, give the Dest account of them- 
Bel yer The other members of the cast 
strive hard enousn, but thelr efforts 
never avall them anything. The few op- 
portunities allowed them In the writing 
have been killed by the weak direction.

make-believe murders and one real one) 
with thrills and mystery—mystery to 
the cast only, for the audience is let in 
on all the little tricks of this piece 
It is a weak contender in the ranks of 
the recent murders, but Hawk Island 
should do good business over the cut- 
rfte counters. 

Nothing is exceptional In the play 
The cast includes all the stock char- 
acters necessary to the usual stock melo- 
dramatic situations that managed to get 
the required reaction from the auditors, 
altho at times the piece missed fire 
badly. 

The first act is weak and talky and for 
some reason or other a gag-man—per- 
haps Young during the time transpiring 
between his plays is a gag-man—has 
gone to work on the opus and put into 
the mouths of the actors some of the 
rustiest gags recently heard. 

Gregory Sloane, a young, attractive, 
blase bachelor, is entertaining with a 
house party at his home off the Coast 
of Maine. Among his guests is Anthony 
Bryce, a crime expert and author of 
murder thrillers, who from the early 
dull dialog one gathers is a writer of 
best sellers. Sloane and Donald Parish, 
another of his guests, decide to play a 
prank and give their blood-thirsty com- 
pany who insist upon trying to solve 
all murders a real murder to work upon. 

Sloane ostensibly murders Parish. Un- 
fortunately for Sloane, Parish happens 
to be the object of ardent devotion by 
Madeline Austen, whose husband, Tom, 
is insanely jealous. Austen seizes the 
opportunity of getting rid of Parish and 
throwing the blame upon Sloane by his 
own confession. Until the time that 
Austen really murders Parish, which is 
at the curtain of the second act, the 
play succeeds in being alternately as dull 
as it is live at times. 

Sally Rogers, the little daughter of the 
caretaker who has been educated thru 
the kindness of Sloane, it seems is in 
love with her benefactor. Her benefac- 
tor also seems to be falling for her. In 
college Sally must have liked crimi- 
nology for her knowledge of the failings 
of criminals saves the hero and every- 
body lives happily. The author even 
gives the murderer a break. He escapes 
and since he does the audience escapes 
the presence of a rube policeman. 

Clarke Gable, as Sloane, was not very 
convincing. His murder joke worked out 
all right, but when he was supposed to 
be facing possible death for a crime he 
had not committed he was not as im- 
pressive as he might have been. How- 
ever, let it be said to his credit that 
when this reviewer saw him he worked 
like a Trojan under adverse condition 
for laryngitis nearly deprived him of his 
voice. 

Elaine Temple, doing Sally, had the 
difficult task of looking pretty, acting 
at first naive, and then suddenly trans- 
forming into an all-knowing little in- 
dividual who interrogated witnesses like 
Sherlock Holmes. Believe it or not, she 
very nearly accomplished all that the 
author asked of her. Henry O'Neill, the 
somewhat bitter wise-cracking husband 
of a fidgety, flighty wife, gets everything 
out of the part intrusted to him. Olga 
Lee, as his wife, does the same. 

Mary Fowler, as Madeline Austen. 
when she acts as a wife who suddenly 
learns her husband is a murderer, {is ex- 
cellent. But in her hysterical scene in 
which she was asked to emote as Lee 
Tracy useg to in Broadway she is pretty 
bad Joseph Granby's performance 45 
the murderer is the outstanding one of 
the play. Others in the cast are be- 
HNevable enough. 

The one set by Will Pogany ts attrac- 
tive.

For many years Arthur Somers Roche 
has been among the first rank of Ameri- 
ean short story writers. This ts his first 
play. It will not help his reputation. 
The Crooks’ Convention is described as 
satire, but it borders upon the farcical 
and on occasions even burlesque. 

It does poke fun at society in general 
and reformers in particular, but the 
manner in which the cast handles the 
material takes it from the realm of satire 
into the circle of farce. It makes fun 
of too many upright classes to go along 
untouched by the law. If it is un- 
hindered, however, it will die of itself 
in a short time. It is not Broadway 
material 

The Crooks’ Convention helped Broad- 
way maintain the average of murders set 
at the start of the season. It awakens 
the audience with a murder during each 
act, two of which supply the curtain 
punch. 

Robert Gildad, a confidence man, has 
dreamed all his life of setting the un- 
derworld on the basis of legitimate en- 
terprise and succeeds in getting a repre- 
sentation from each branch of the un- 
derworld to a convention of crooks. Ed- 
ward J. Harrington, a newspaper pub- 
lisher, learns of the plan and seizes the 
opportunity to put circulation on his 
paper under the guise of a reform cam- 
paign 

Harrington calls together a committee 
of uplifters and hires “Revival” Hunt— 
who looks and acts like Billy Sunday— 
to reform the crooks. Unfortunately 
Harrington and Gildad have entered into 
an agreement thru which Harrington will 
learn before hand of all the plans of 
the underworld and Gildad’ is to benefit 
by being paid for the increased circula- 
tion of the newspaper. Harrington sug- 
gests that Gildad pocket the money 
himself and this suggestion of being 
crooked with his “boys” causes Gildad 
to lose his temper and murder Harring- 
ton, with the words, “Mr. Harrington, 
you are no gentleman.” 

The second act Gildad holds his con- 
vention to organize the underworld, 
Alice Jones, secretary to the slain pub- 
lisher, gets into it under false repre- 
Sentation supplied by Smith, the pro- 
hibition enforcement agent. Her lover, 
® star reporter, is caught listening thru 
the proverbial peek hole and faces ex- 
ecution by the crooks. But up comes 
Revival” Hunt and he reforms the un- 
derworld. Having what they want the 
reformers throw everybody out of work 
With the world purged of sin, Industries 
'hreaten to close down and the police 
murder Hunt for depriving them of their 
lobs. Ralph Tennant, the reporter, saves 
the world by turning the crooks from 
thelr reform intentions back to the ways

of the underworld. But Smith, the en- 
forcement man, now that the reform is 
over, wants to murder Tennant. 

Gildad saves him and suggests that 
Smith has lied and murders him, thus 
supplying the final curtain 

It is pretty bad material for Broadway. 
The cast is well selected for types. Leo 
Donnelly as Gildad, the confidence man, 
is well cast Donnelly also gets the 
credit for direction and he did a good 
job of it He has appropriated lots of 


sure-fire hokum that always gets laughs 
to advantage. Joseph Sweeney gives a 
good impression of the rascally news- 


Paper publisher, and Carroll Ashbourne 
is believable as the reporter. The fact that 
it is not an accurate representation of 
a newspaperman cannot be blamed up 
on Ashbourne. Other commendable per- 
formances are by Louise Perine, Eleanor 
Hicks and Kay Mallory. Helene Dumas, 
the heroine, is decorative. Stuart Fox, 
the revivalist, stands out above all 
others. He reminds one of Billy Sunday 
so much that every minute he is ex- 
pected to turn the meeting into an 
honest-to-goodness revival

Eva Le Gallienne has made a com- 
mendable addition to the repertoire of 
her company in Tchekov's The Sea Gull. 
The somber Russian symbolical drarha, 
satirizing the middle, upper and intel- 
lectual clases, proved rare material in the 
hands of Miss Le Gallienne’s company, 
which this year is enhanced thru the 
aid of Merle Maddern and Jacob Ben- 
Ami. 


The production is done with taste. 
Direction left nothing to be desired, 
which is a difficult thing to say of an 
American company portraying the mel- 
ancholy spirit of Russia and the disre- 
gard of all people for the troubles of 
others. 

Merle Maddern, as the vain, tight- 
fisted Nikolayevna, a famous actress, is 
one of the finest performances this re- 
viewer has seen. The consistency with 
which she puts her own interests above 
others constantly wins understanding 
titters. And Jacob 3en-Ami, playing the 
part of Trigorin, the writer, whose work 
is an obsession, was cOmplete as a weak- 
willed, perfectly controlled celebrity. 


From the rise of the first curtain the 
motif of the play is exuded pointedly, 
but not with such depressing atmosphere 
as Russion pieces have been done here 
before. Miss Le Gallienne uses tricks of 
lighting and action that puts the impress 
of impending tragedy perfectly before 
the auditors. Robert Ross, as Kon- 
stentin Gavilovitch, the struggling writer, 
rebuffed by life, wins sympathy, but the 
manner in which he handles his part 
leaves Only one escape for him from the 
tragedy that besets him. When suicide 
is so thoroly justified tragedy of this 
sort reaches a height uncommonly found. 
Paul Leyssac, as Sorin, is steadily con- 
vincing, as is Josephine Hutchinson, as 
Nina. Of course, Miss Le Gallienne in 
the part of Masha, the melancholy girl, 
who marries a man she learns to hate 
to escape from a love for another, is fine. 
Walter Beck gives a good performance, 
and Egon Brecher deposite himself per- 


fectly into the role for which he was 
Cast. 

The settings are exactly what one 
might expect to ‘ind in rural Russia. 
Carefully, almost guardedly, it seems, the 
preduction rears just when one is apt 
to think the stege effects elaborate. 

The Sea Gull is another proof that 
there is an audience that will listen at- 
tentively to good plays until the final 
curtain. CHARLES MORAN.

Here is the happiest hit of the new 
season. Strictly Dishonorable is the 
fluffiest, most deft and charming little 
comedy that has graced a Broadway 
stage in some time. 

It is well-nigh impossible to adequately 
describe the qualities that make this 
play so appealing. The story is simplicity 
itself. but it exudes such delightful 
comedy and it is played with such dis- 
arming freshness and ease that one loses 
all sense of anything except that here is 
light but intelligent entertainment at 
its best. In other words Strictly Dis- 
honorable is one of those all too few 
productions that just must be seen. An 
outline of its plot means nothing and a 
prosaic description of the playing even 
less. 

Preston Sturges certainly deserves bet- 
ter than the usual vote of thanks for 
writing such a gay piece of theater. We 
have a sneaky feeling, however, that it 
is Brock Pemberton who is responsible 
for giving it that indefinable quality 
that makes it outstanding. Strictly Dis- 
henorable is one of those infectious in- 
consequentialities in which direction and 
casting are everything. It is so light 
fundamentally that it is the playing 
rather than the play that matters most. 
Pemberton has done a grand piece of 
work. 

This plece may best be described as 
one of those lambs among wolves in the 
comedy field, in that it is one con- 
tinuous chuckle from beginning to end. 
The calls for guffaws are few and far 
between, yet the humor never taxes the 
mentality. Fashioned only as a medium 
for entertainment, Strictly Dishonorable 
serves its purpose perfectly. 

After witnessing a performance of this 
delightful comedy one can readily under- 
stand why Pemberton met casting dif- 
ficulties. So flimsy is the texture of 
the play and so delicately must it be 
handled that perfect finesse was the 
first essential to its success. That this 
production has jumped to the top rung 
of the Broadway ladder is the best in- 
dication of just what Pemberton has 
done. 

In addition to its merits as a produc- 
tion this comedy brings to light a new 
leading lady. Muriel Kirkland. _When 
or where she was found matters little 
(she has played minor parts on Broad- 
way), the fact remains that she fits this 
role perfectly. Charming and smooth, 
she has succeeded admirably in convey- 
ing the characteristics of the frank but 
unsophisticated Southern girl she is 
called upon to portray 

Tullio Carminati, as the Italian opera 
star whose Bohemianism is completely 
overthrown by the outspoken youngster 
from Mississippi, gives the part every- 
thing it calls for, never more nor less. 
It is easy to see that Carminati is a 
continentally trained actor—his gestures 
and facial expressions conyey as much 
as his words. 

Carl Anthony, in the role of @ genial 
judge who finds the 18th amendment 
pretty much of a bore, contributes an 
exceptionally capable performance, as do 
William Ricciardi, as a speakeasy Owner, 
and Louis Jean Heydt, as an overbearing 
youth from West Orange, N. J. 

Some of the most agreeable moments 
are those handled by Edward J. Mc- 
Namara, as a jovial Irish policeman. 
John Altieri and Marius Rogati do well 
in the less important assignments. 

Raymond Sovey's two settings are on 
the high standard of the production.

As an amateur entertainment this re- 
vue fills the bill, but it is hopeless in 
the professional theater.

There seems to riave been some con- 
fucion as to the exact name of the com- 


mittee which worked with President 
Gilmore during she campaign for the 
sourd and talking pictures in Los An- 
geles this summer.

Because of all these factors, the coun- 
cil has ruled that it skould be referred 
‘to as “the executive committee during 
the strike in Los Angeles”, wherever 
mentioned 

It should not, however, be confused 
with the executive committee gf the 
council of the association, which. com- 
mittee did not meet during the recent 
crisis, for the council handled all the 
problems presented to it in a committee 
of the whole. 

The creation of th: executive com- 
mittee during the strike in Los Angeles 
Was a@ voluntary surrender of much of 
the plenary powers conferred by the 
council upon the president at the be- 
ginning of the campaicn. He knew that 
he would be accused of knowing nothing 
of the screen or its problems, and sur- 
rounded himself with those whose knowl- 
edge of that difficult field could not be 
questioned.

EQUITY’S STAND ON “COQUETTE” 

It would not be »ecoming for Equity 
to make any statement as tothe probable 
decision of the arbitration board which 
is considering the claim of five members 
of the Coquette company against Jed 
Harris. But so much has been written 
about this case and Equity’s alleged rul- 
ings on it that it might be well to re- 
view the facts briefly. 


‘Five members of the Coquette cast 
were engaged last April for the season 
of 1929-’°30. The length of the season 
was not specified, but no contract is for 
less than two weeks, or two weeks’ 
salary. 

When Helen Hayes notified Mr. Harris 
that she would not resume the tour on 
September 30, because of approaching 
motherhood, Mr. Harris might have de- 
cided to continue it with another ac- 
tress in the part, and had he done so he 
could have insisted upon the services of 
these five claimants. It is not Equity’s 
contention that anyone else would have 
been as completely satisfying in the part 
as Miss Hayes, but it is true that there 
are others who could have played it ac- 
ceptably, and no doubt some will do so 
when the play is released for stock. 

Mr. Harris might have tried to find 


someone, but he did not, notifying the 
company, instead, that the tour was to 
be abandoned In making that move 
Mr. Harris exercised his power of choice 
and can not claim that he had no control 
over events If, for instance, the cast 
being engaged as it ‘as for next season, 
Miss Hayes had been taken seriously 
ill, or had even (heaven forfend) died in 
the interim, the members of that cast 
would still have been entitled either to 
their engagement or to two weeks’ salary 
in lieu of it 

It was on these grounds and not upon 
the question of whether or not a baby is 
an act of God that Equity presented the 
case to the board trom the American 
Arbitration Association. 


WATCH OUT FOR WINTER SHOWS 
Tent and rep. players in the Middle 
West might read this notice with care. 
Now that the cold weather is beginning 
to close up outdoor entertainment, there 
are a number of managers who are at- 
tempting to get together winter shows. 

A good many actors who will be ap- 
proached for this form of entertainment 
will be asked to sign waivers of the 
bond required by Equity. 

And Equity’s advice is “Don’t do it.” 

Its traveling representative is scouting 
around to get information as to these 
managers, and his report is that in gen- 
eral it is dangerous to sign such a waiver. 

A waiver also releases Equity of the 
necessity of coming to the rescue in time 
of trouble. 

A waiver isn’t worth your while. In- 
sist on a bond.

and paying good salaries. However, we 
warn our members that they should 
not accept such engagements without 
first consulting the organization and 
giving Equity sufficient time _ to in- 
vestigate, thru the American consul in 
the city to which they are going, the 
type of place for which they are being 
engaged. 

Some of our members have had most 
unpieasant experiences in accepting en- 
gagements of this kind It is better 
to be safe than sorry. It generally takes 
two or three weeks to get a report.

The experiences 
of most of our people who have worked 
in the Latin-American countries have 
been unpleasant rather than pleasant.

Coming always at the opening of a 
season, just when the people are in the 
mood to switch over from their summer 
outdoor amusements to the indoor 
brand, it is a keen disappointment for 
their desires to he frustrated this way. 

The layman’s attitude is that the thea- 
ter is more or less a _ public 
tion, and accordinzly should consider 
the wishes of the public. 

By ignoring these wishes the theater 
gra‘lually is alienating a vast amount of 
its patronage.

HE BACKWOODS are now get- 

ting the talkies, with the smallest 

of houses wiring up, and from re- 
ports and observation, the novelty of 
the noisy celluloid in isolated territories 
is making money for someone. 

Following the introduction of sound 
and the start of the chain contest, the 
chains havg penetrated the smallest of 
towns, just as the chain-store companies 
have, and along with it have brought 
talkies, 

Take small town of about 3,000 popu- 
lation in the West, which shall remain 
unnamed. The town has two theaters, 
each seating between 500 and 1,000. The 
larger of the two houses was recently 
taken over by a chain, which immediate- 
ly put in talkies and drew the entire 
town to its doors. The opposition, with 
silents, and getting them two and three 
years old, doubtless because it is not 


part of a chain, is having a tough time 
of it, and may close down any day. 
The chain influence on the small town 
so far as chain stores is concerned is 
not altogether favorable, because many 
of these stores do not even bank their 
money in. the town where they operate, 
but with the local theater or theaters 
the feeling seems to be different. 
Another feature of chain theater: op- 
eration in the smaller towns that is at- 
tracting the folks is better operation of 
Where theaters formerly 
had old, hard seats and cold 
concrete floors, now the chains are fix- 
ing them up for greater confort. Even 
the placing of rugs on the floors is get- 
ting the small-town populace to talking.

In the meantime, whatever other thea- 
ters exist in such small towns, they are 
faced with a seemingly great problem, 
and will either have to wire up and 
clean up the theater or sell out to a 
competing chain if they are to survive. 


OU CAN’T MAKE a graph of 
¥ poorly routined shows caught in 

representative houses and shout to 
a waiting world that this is what is 
causing vaudeville to decline. Surely, 
you can’t take the recent shows at the 
Palace, New York, as a model and from 
thi¢ conclude that everything is jake in 
vaudeville. A conscientious diagnostician 
takes note of surface details, but his real 
task lies in probing beneath the lid. So 
must those proceed who are really sin- 
cere about clearing up the question of 
what ails vaudeville. 

By all processes of abstract reason- 
ing, vaudeville should now be in its best 
years. It is one of the few amusement 
fields that has retained its individuality 
thruout hectic periods of change. Its 
appeal is universal. It touches the high 
and low with the same intensive tang 
of the thing that is personal. The drama, 
musical comedy and even films (silent 
and otherwise) have not the advantage 
of direct personal appeal as is the 
theoretically good fortune of vaudeville. 
However, vaudeville is doing a back- 
slide, and there’s no arguing the point. 

Vaudeville is crumbling, and the 
process appears to de too gradual for its 
fervent supporters to take heed of the 
alarming situation. If vaudeville is to 
be reclaimed at all it will be necessary 
to kill the parasitic process that is eating 
at its vitals. One with a thoro knowl- 
edge of conditions and plenty of time 
on his hands can catalog unto the size 
of a phone directory the devitalizing 
conditions that exist beneath the sur- 


Superiority of London Theaters 


SWELL LEONARD JACKSON.. well- 
known dramatic stock director and 
actor, who recently returned from 
abroad, declares that the theaters in 
London are conducted on a far superior 
plan than the playhouses on this side. 
He gives a few of the points herewith: 
First—I find the utmost courtesy 
everywhere The box-office "man tells 
you what seats he has and points them 
out on a detailed diagram plan at the 
box-office window. This is universal 
Second—Seats are available at the box 
office at listed prices. Except for Bitter 
Sweet, I purchased good seats for every 
theater at the box office at listed prices 
Third—Ushers are most courteous. 
True, you pay sixpence for programs, 
but if you don't want them, no hard 


feelings. 

Fourth—Theaters are clean, newly 
painted and wel! lighted so you can 
read your program in comfort. No dim 


lights to hide dirty dust-covered walls 
and draperies as in some of our leaaing 
New York theaters.

Fifth—Orchestras in every theater 

Sixth—Shows start exactly on time, 
8:15, 8:30 or 9 o’clock means that time 
to the second. 

Seventh—And most important—a fact 


which would impress me in view of my, 


years of stage directing—the amateur is 
almost unknown on the London stage. 
English players have the necessary 
training and apprenticeship before they 
are given responsible parts. If a backer 
or producer has a lady friend, she doesn't 
play the leading role unless she is quali- 
fied to do so. The English public won't 
stand for inexperience. And English 
actors can act and are finished in all 
lines—not picked simply for “type”. The 
musical shows are immense, full of pep. 
splendid dancing choruses and real co- 
medians. 

Perhaps an invasion of English pro- 
ductions will awaken American produc- 
ers to the faults which our stage has 
ariived auto in the last few years. 
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face of an institution that by all means 
should survive but has not the where- 
withal to keep up the strenuous. battle. 
This we cannot do, but a dissertation 
on one aspect of the situation should be 
enough for one session. 

There’s many a slip ’twixt the re- 
hearsal hall and theater in vaudeville.

Then per- 
formers will be in a position to choose 
between the take-a-chance propositions 
and sure things. If the larger booking 
offices cannot depend upon independent 
producers they might do the producing 
themselves.

During 
the performance Mr. Ringling used Mr. 
Austin and three shorthand secretaries, 
and many changes were made here also 
It is said that each of the five circuses 
will undergo the same rigid inspection, 
and Benjamin needs must contract for 
a carload of pencils and notebooks. Do 
not worry about losing your job. If you 
are not a performer you ought to lose 
it. and if you do lose it remember that 
there are thousands of jobs which pay 
better than the circus and thousands of 
ex-circus performers who are making 
good in the commercial world. The en- 
tire circus world of America is under- 
going a great change and Mr. Ringling 
needs performers just as badly as the 
performers need him. Each is contin- 
gent upon the other. If you are a true 
circus performer and have conducted 
yourself as such you will not need to 
worry. Start immediately to improve 
your style of act presentation and spend 
time on that and you will be so busy 
that you will not have time to worry. 
Let Mr. Ringling do that. He is used to 
it and he likes it. 

It must be understood that “Sawdust” 
articles are merely series of observations 
and musings, most of which are backed 
by “tips”. Since writing “Sawdust” last 
week a new slant on affairs has come 
to the surface. I wonder if Mr. Ringling 
is alone in the purchase of the Amert- 
can Circus Corporation. It would not 
be surprising to learn that Edward Bal- 
lard is again a “silent partner” as here- 
tofore Messrs. Mugivan and Bowers

New York’s rodeo fans, who 
have a pent-up longing already evidenced 
in the forthcoming show, will see one 
of the best contests ever offered in the 
metropolis this year. 


THE 1929 ROUNDUP, officered and 
sponsored by business men of Idaho 
Falls, Ida., made its formal bow to the 
public with a free street entertainment 
in the business section September 10. 
At 1:30 p.m. the round-up proper, fea- 
turing three carloads of wild horses and 
steers, several race-horse strings, three 
4-horse chariot teams, three relay teams, 
50 Bannock and Shoshone Indians and 
hundreds of cowboys and_ cowgirls, 
started at Reno Park.

Tegland and a score of others equally 
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well known. Strings of race horses 
from the Kidd, Young, Graves and Col- 
burn stables were on the ground. One 
of the features of this year’s show was 
the trick and fancy riding that took 
place daily in front of the grand stand. 
This program featured Mabel Strickland, 
the two Bradys and Homer Holcomb in 
a series of thrilling riding stunts.

FRANK MOORE, one of the officials of 
the annual World Series Rodeo at Madi-

Moore will remain there in 
charge of the rodeo office until fair 
time, October 12. Moore promoted the 
rodeo in London, Eng., a few years 
ago, which is said to have broken all 
world records. Johnson will remain in 
Dallas a few days, looking after details 
of the coming rodeo, and then go to 
E] Paso, leaving Moore in charge. The 
two inspected the new Live-Stock Coli- 
seum and pronounced it in fine shape. 
“The arena,” Johnson said, “will be one 
of the finest in the country. I have seen 
practically every one of them, and the 
one being erected by the State Fair of 
Texas beats thcm a mile.” Moore said 
he has signed contracts with practically 
every rodeo star, including Tommie and 
Bee Kirnan, Fox and Mike Hastings, Tad 
and Buck Lucas, Mabel Strickland, Flor- 
ence Hughes and Florence Randolph.

More 
than 100 contestants have signed up for 
the meet, at which more than $14,000 in 
cash prizes will be awarded. The rodeo 
will be held the first nine days of the 
fair.

Henry Roseburg, Ellensburg, for the 
third successive day. In the day's prizes 
for calf roping Carl Arnold took first- 
day money; Dick Merchant, second, and 
Jake McClure, third. Earl Thode, who 
won first place for being the first man 
to ride Indian Sign, was thrown from 
Bald Hornet and injured in the last 
afternoon’s performance of the seventh 
Ellensburg Rodeo. The largest crowd 
ever to attend the show was highly 
entertained. 


ONE OF THE greatest and most color- 
ful dramas of the West—the Pendleton 
(Ore.) Roundup—was presented Septem- 
ber 18, 19, 20 and 21. The roundup, 
with its Indians attired in native dress, 
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cowboys, steers, wild horses, broncho 
busters, bulldoggers and what not, serves 
as @ monument in pageantry to the 
gallantry of the pioneers who made pos- 
sible the winning of the West. During 
the evenings of the roundup a pageant, 
depicting the coming of the white man 
to the West, called the Happy Canyon 
Show, was presented. More than 500 
Indians, full-blooded members of North- 
west tribes, participated. The old war- 
riors wore long, flowing headdress, the 
squaws donned robes, some of which 
were literally covered with elk teeth. 
After the pageant Happy Canyon took 
the appearance of an old frontier town, 
the crowds assembling in an old Western 
dance hall, where numerous gambling 
games of the old West were provided. 
Such figures as Charles Irwin and Eddie 
McCarty, known over the rodeo world, 
were seen at the roundup. They 
brought with them crack riders, ropers, 
bulldoggers and relay riders. Bob Crosby, 
three-time champion cowboy of the 
world and winner of the Theodore Roose- 
velt trophy; Hugh and Mabel Strickland, 
Dona Cowen, Norman Cowan, Mike 
Hastings, Mike Shelton, Rulon Slaughter 
and others, all stars of the rodeo world, 
were present. More than 1,500 Indians, 
members of the Walla Walla, Cayuse, 
Umatilla, Nez Perce, Bannock and 
Yakima tribes, pitched their tepees near 
the round-up grounds. A _ feminine 
touch was given the huge pageant of 
broncho busters, pony-express riders and 
bulldoggers by election of Kathleen Mc- 
Clintock, student of Oregon State Col- 
lege, as queen of the roundup. When 
Queen Kathleen I mounted the throne 
she was not attired in silks and satins 
nor a crown of jewels, but the common 
dress of the cowgirls of these Western 
plains. A 10-gallon cowgirl’s hat, @ 
neckerchief, a vest of buckskin and @ 
cowgirl’s dress made up part of her dress. 
Queen Kathleen I is a capable horse~ 
woman and can present to the thousands 
of spectators something new in enter- 
tainment, but varied from that which is 
so common in courts of queens. 
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Tom Mix entered his native State, 
Texas, at Dallas and was welcomed by & 
group of municipal officials, groups of 
newspapermen and photographers.

The opening, designated as Music Day, 
was replete with color and action. Pere 
fect autumn weather added to the gayety 
of the occasion. Honored by the 
presence of former President Calvin 
Coolidge, together with 10 governors, or 
their representatives, and featured by 
the concerts of the celebrated United 
States ne Band, the exposition in- 
acgurated its 13th annual anniversary 
auspiciously. 

More than 20,000 spectators occupied 
all available space in the Coliseum Sun- 
Gay afternoon and night, and the bril- 
liant scenes that transpired therein 
places the Eastern States Exposition in 
@ class that is excelled by no similar 
event in the country. 

The exposition is conducted along un- 
usual lines — no midway, no shows, no 
questionable concessions. The  pre- 
dominating feature is its educational ap- 
peal. It is a leader in its work among 
boys and girls and junior activities, 
thereby retaining its recognized position 
as the standard upon the advancement 
of boy and girl club work. The home 
department has been expanded; the same 
is true of “he floral displays and the 
departments given over to the showing 
of fruits and vegetables. The live-stock 
exhibit is excellent, and the diversity of 
other exhibits, coupled with their excel- 
lent facilities and adequate classifica- 
tion, enables exhibitors to create new 
Markets and rea- new channels.

Reconstructed 


FORT WORTH, Tex, Sept. 21.-- 
Around €250,000 will be the cost of the 
new Casino Park, which when recon- 
structed will open April 1, next year, 
according to announcement by George 
Smith, local manager. Casino was de- 
stroyed by fire a few weeks back. 

The mission type of architecture is to 
be followed in the rebuilding of the park 
and specifications which have been pre- 
pared by Wyatt C. Hedrick, architect, 
call for far more elaborate arrangement 
than formerly. 

“When the Casino was originally built,” 
states Smith, “plans of Northern parks 
were followed. We found that these 
plans were notin keeping with the 
progress of the South. Therefore the 
new park will be one which the Lake 
Worth Amusement Company expects to 
be in harmony with this progress.” 

The new Casino will be as nearly fire- 
proof as an amusement park can be 
built successfully. As a prevention 
against fire, the boardwalk, which will 
be the same length as the one destroyed. 
will have firewalls at intervals which 
would be capable of shutting off a blaze, 
thereby protecting a great deal of the 
walk. A new system of fire fighting will 
be installed with the latest of apparatus 
The dance hall will be the same size as 
the old one. 

A concession will be located in each 
archway. The bathhouse, larger and 
more conveniently arranged than the old 
one, will adjoin the boardwalk...

Show Increases 


Crystal To Have More Amuse- 
ments in 1930 — Im- 
provements for Erie 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Sept. 21.—This sum- 
mer gave Crystal and Erie beaches the 
best season they have ever had. Weather 
and automobiles contributed a great deal 
to the success the beaches have en- 
joyed, besides the fact that they are 
both located on the Canadian shore. 

The Crystal Beach Company ran only 
one boat, whereas other years they plied 
two boats from Buffalo to the Beach.

It is, in ef- 
fect, a circular “speedway” nearly a 
mile in circumference. Built entirely 
of wood, the roadway has a perfectly 
smooth surface and a guard rail that 
stops the cars from skidding off 
While it is wide enough for two cars 
to pass easily, all traffic is one way 
and drivers must drive in the center 
of the driveway as indicated by two 
white lines. There are regula- 
tions governing speed, for altho the 
curves are banked to guard against 
upsets in rounding them, the dips 
and rises will throw a fast car out of 
control. Motorists drive their own 
cars to the coaster entrance and pur- 
chase a ticker which entitles them to 
one journey around the wavy track. 
The space inside the circular track is 
used for “pay parking”’.—The Puth- 
finder.

At Chattanooga 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Sept. 21. — 
After opening under the most miserable 
weather conditions and losing the better 
part of two days’ business, the Inter- 
State Fair this week came back nobly 
during the latter part of the week and 
registered one of the largest attendance 
records in the history of the fair Thurs- 
day, designated as Chattanooga Day. A 
deluge of rain Sunday night and Mon- 
day morning made parts of the fair- 
grounds a sea of mud. Races and en- 
tertainment on the race track were dis- 
pensed with on both Monday and Tues- 
day, altho on the second day a fair at-

An innovation this year was the free 
grand stand and the big stadium was 
packed from Tuesday on during the week 
and the latter part of the week found 
the race track crowded with the over- 
low.

largest to be seen at a Tennessee fair 
this vear. It included the Dutton Cir- 
cus Attractions and the Robinson Revue 
with 35 people.

Of course, the 
general trend of conversation was the 
biggest deal that ever happened in 
amusement annals, John Ringling’s pur- 
chase of five shows. 

We had the John Robinson Circus here 
July 20, and now we are to have the 
Robbins Bros. on the 234 of this month. 
In conjunction with several carnivals 
and tent shows Great Bend is having 
its full quota. 

And now a word about the State Fair. 
The fair has had the most successful 
week in all its history and it is esti- 
mated, and so put into press, that more 
than 50,000 attended Wednesday, and 
the big new grand stand was packed and 
thousands standing. The H.-W. Circus 
made a wonderful impression and Pete 
Stanton packed them into the side show, 
in which the menagerie tent was used 
instead of regular side-show tent, for 
all the animals, including the mother 
and her baby hippopotamus were a 
feature, closely followed by the big 
giraffe. Pete has a good side show and 
well managed and conducted, and the 
Wortham carnival is up to usual good 
standard. Fred Beckman wishes to send 
regards to his old “buddy”, Sport 
Herrmann, of the Cort Theater, Chicago.

those in the know that they are content 
with the commission and act-selling re- 
strictions. 

The average authorized RKO agency 
operates under an overhead of at least 
$200 a week. This leaves a very small 
margin of income for the office head after 
rent, salaries to secretaries and associates 
and incidentals are paid. To pull down 
the agreed minimum of $200, an agency 
must do an act-selling business of at 
least $40,000. There are few agents 
franchised by RKO who can boast of 
steady returns weekly from acts booked 
to the extent of $40,000—at the rate of 
five per cent commission. Assuming the 
improbable, that all agents are keeping 
to a letter the agency rules and regula- 
tions laid down by RKO, and are main- 
taining a steady act-selling record of at 
least $40,000 a week, it hardly speaks well 
for an office head to be content with the 
residue (after expenses are paid) of an 
income derived from this average. It is 
inconsistent with the prestige and big- 
time tradition of RKO to have one be- 
Neve that the average earnings of its 
agents, the men responsible for the sup- 
ply of most of its talent, are no greater 
than veteran office boys in a bank. 

The computation arrived at here, it 
must be admitted, is not a true indica- 
tion of conditions. RKO agents are either 
doing business on the putside and earn- 
ing enough money therefrom to make 
their RKO earnings take on the aspect 
of pin money, or they are extracting 
more than the prescribed limit of five 
per cent from acts. In any case, condi- 
tions as they now exist are breaking 
down the morale of big-time agents. The 
office rules are being broken promiscu- 
ously, and it is the general consensus of 
opinion that they will have to be 
amended to suit present conditions or 
officially wiped out altogether. To allow 
matters to progress under the present 
arrangement, it is believed, will eventu- 
ally inflict much injury on the big-time 
crg mization. 

RKO has time and again in the last 
several months expressed itself as more 
eager than ever before to corral meri- 
torious attractions for its houses. With 
the agency situation as it now stands, it 
appears well nigh impossible to achieve 
any si ccess in this direction. Instead of 
encouraging its agents to greater efforts 
for the organization and inbreeding a 
higher type of authorized act seller into 
the ranks, RKO is cultivating general 
distrust by its stubbornness and ap- 
parent ignorance of human nature in 


insisting that its quasi-officials abide by 
rules that cannot reasonably be enforced. 

When the several wholesale upheavals 
in the agents’ ranks took place within 
the last two seasons, it was explained in 
connection with each that the motive 
was to eliminate congestion from the 
booking floor, and thereby give the re- 
maining agents a better chance to eke 
out a living from their work. This well- 
meaning scheme has not worked out as 
planned. Few of the agents deprived of 
franchises in the letouts have been en- 
tirely eliminated from the booking floor. 
Most of them retain booking privileges, 
either on their own or as associates of 
vther agents. Besiics, about seven new 
franchises have een issued since the 
last letout, which will mean eventually 
the addition of anywhere from 14 to 18 
agents to the ranks. 

The RKO columns are not as big as 
had been expected. There are about 75 
weeks now available for booking, and 
struggling to get sommission breaks out 
of selling acts for these split and full- 
week houses are 38 agents and associates. 
Figuring on the gen2r us basis of aver- 
age house budgets of $2,000, it can readily 
be seen that the corps of agency heads 
and associates canaot possibly hope to 
realize a decent income, working at the 
five per cent commission maximum, and 
confining their agenting to the sixth 
floor. 

Those on the inside who confess to be- 
ing aware of the ridiculous conditions 
now in force among RKO agents declare 
that there are three alternatives open to 
RKO if it should decide to take steps to 
all2viate the present deplorable situation. 
For oniy the RKO office, it is agreed, has 
the power to adjust the present diffi- 
culties. 

The suggestions, :n order of what is 
believed to be their feasibility, are: 

1. Wipe out restrictions on commis- 
sion fees entirely. Even under present 
rules, agents frequently make their own 
commission arrangements with acts. 
It is found generally that acts are will- 
ing to pay higher commission rates so 
long as they receive decent salaries and 
steady work. 

2. Eliminate the idea entirely of a 
closed office, and give an opportunity to 
all comers to offer naterial to the big 
time. If RKO has dates to play them 
in, it can get all the acts it needs for 
them. Whether a system of franchises 
is in effect or no, bookers can reach in 
time the stage where they have faith 
in what certain agents tell them, and 
won't take the word of others, even if 
sealed by a platinum bond. Opening 
the office to many agents now working 
as free lances will pave the way to 
attractions that are not obtainable 
now except thru the payment of com- 
missions to several parties, this mak- 
ing for higher salaries, of which acts 
get comparatively small net returns. 

3. Revise the entire agency system 
and throw out the smaller agents. Keep 
about 10 of the largest offices, and tie 
these up inextricably with the big time. 
By making the 10 big agents part and 
parcel of the big -ime, and giving them 
a big slice in returns of what they dig 
up for the office, they can thus be en- 
courayed to greater effort and the office 
will be guaranteed against the use of 
their time and efforts in clandestine 
enterprises that might depreciate ‘their 
usefulness to the booking office.

for the Orpheum Circuit, fought several 
law suits arising from alleged injuries 
suffered by patrons from missiles of 
shooting acts. The banned marksmen 
claim that Kahane has brought a logical 
prejudice against shooting acts with him 
to the new regime in RKO. They seek 
to prove their point by recalling that 
they were never subjected to a ban in 
the East before Kahane reached here to 
take his high place in the RKO organi- 
zation. 

When asked by The Billboard to ex- 
plain RKO’s stand in banning shooting 
acts, Kahane denied emphatically the 
charge that he is exercising personal 
choice in having enforced the ban. He 
denied also the implication by marksmen 
that insurance considerations had any- 
thing to do with the adverse ruling 
against the marksmen. 

“It’s simply a case of looking out for 
the welfafe of our patrons. Shooting acts 
have proven to be productive of trouble, 
and the situation finally reached the 
stage where we decided that the circuit 
would be better off without them. We 
do not propose to subject our patrons 
to the risk of losing their eyesight and 
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suffering other injuries from flying pieces 
of shell. 

“Shooting acts are fortunately a small 
minority of the attractions available to 
the circuit. They do not constitute an 
economic problem. We feel that we can 
do without them, and do not hesitate 
to do so, particularly when the welfare 
of our patrons is involved.” 

The banned marxsinen are said to be 
making a canvas of shooting and sports- 
men clubs all over the country. Repre- 
sentatives of the shooting-act sponsors 
are circulating a petition among these 
organizations, this petition asking RKO 
to reconsider its stand in the matter. 
When the Ban was put into effect, cer- 
tain of the marksmen. attributed the cir- 
cuit’s action to a revision of its theater 
liability policies waiving the insurance 
company from making good in suits 
brought as a result of injuries sustained 
from missiles of shooting acts. It was 
found, however, that the underwriters of 
RKO’s theater policies had taken no ac- 
tion of this nature 

One of the marksmen set out to canvas 
all the members of the RKO board of 
directors, pleading for a reversal of the 
new ban against shooting acts. It has 
not been revealed how far he got in his 
mission. 

A highly interesting angle to the situa- 
tion is found in an article in last month's 
issue of The Sporting Goods Journal. It 
was written by Captain Paul A. Curtis, 
and is included in his monthly feature, 
Hitting the Bull’s-Eye. Captain Curtis 
is also shooting editor of Field and 
Stream. 

The article is embellished with a car- 
toon of a Roxy-type street attendant 
under a marquee, and yelling thru a 
megaphone. At his left is a three-sheet 
with the message: “Yes! We have no 
more shooting acts, but all the ‘sights’ 
aren’t on rifles. See Sockless Susie and 
her Seventeen Sisters in Salome.” 

The complete article by Captain Curtis 
follows: 

“A few days ago two theatrical shoot- 
ing exhibitionists came into my office 
seeking help. Both of them are well- 
known, legitimate shots, putting up a 
creditable and clean performance and 
deserving of support. They came to see 
me, not in their own behalf, but rather 
in representation of their profession, be- 
cause the RKO Company, owning and 
operating the Keith-Albee Circuit, had 
proclaimed the fiat that no more shoot- 
ing exhibitions would be given on its 
stages. I do not know the reason for 
this, and there is a reason for all things 
—maybe some shooter was considered 
careless of the audiences’ safety. At any 
rate, I suppose, in the minds of the 
ardent pacifists, and possibly the men 
who made this decision, it is a just and 
wholesome thing to remove from their 
boards a clean shooting act, and give 
the public a few more of those leg shows, 
commonly known as one-act revues’. 

“T am inclined to think I would much 
rather see my small boy wax enthusiastic 
and grow pop-eyed over a theatrical cow- 
boy breaking glass balls and clay pipes 
from all conceivable acrobatic positions 
than demonstrate the same interest in 
the antics of some semi-nude contor- 
tionists of the female persuasion honored 
by the title of dancers. 

“Personally, Iam not particularly inter- 
ested in watching some slick-haired cake- 
eater tie some naked maiden in a knot - 
and twist her around his neck. I hope, 
and I feel, that there are still a few 
honest-to-God Americans who would 
rather make whoopee with a pisto). But 
what I can’t understand is the attitude 
of the board of directors of a corporation 
like the Radio-Keith-Orpheum. .I have 
a high regard for the Americanism of 
Owen D. Young, Gerald Swope, and other 
names of prominence that appear on 
its list. I haven't forgotten that 
another member, Major-General James 
G. Harbord, was the Commander of the 
Second Division of the A. E. F. in those 
vital and critical days in July, 1918, on 
the Marne, nor that another member of 
the board is a brother of Herbert H. Leh- 
man, Lieutenant-Governor of New York 
State, who was made a Colonel in the 
United States Army during the war, and 
received the military medal for meritori- 
ous service. It is hard to associate these 
names with a company that will drive 
good, clean, wholesome and distinctly 
American entertainment off the stage in 
favor of the trash which we frequently 
see of a less wholesome nature.” 

The first sndications that RKO was 
putting into effect its shooting-act ban 
were given this past summer, when the 
Three Dakotas, novelty act, were ordered 
to take out their shooting bit, and Tom 
Mix was forced to do likewise while play- 
ing the Hippodrome.

She also is to receive 
35 per cent of the profits from the sale 
or distribution of the picture. The 
$50,000 is to be considered an advance 
of the percentage of the profits and is to 
be deducted from the 35 per cent of the 
net profits to be paid the evangelist. 
However, the $50,000 is to belong to 
Aimee regardless of whether the picture 
is abandoned during production or ex- 
hibition by the producers. 

Aimee is bound by agreement to give 
her exclusive film services to the film 
company should she desire to make an- 
other picture within a period of three 
years. The financial arrangement here is

$50,000 for the signing of such a contract 
and her participation in the production 
of said picture, for which Aimee is to 
receive 40 per cent of the net profits. 

Mrs. McPherson further agrees to de- 
vote 16 weeks of her time for the purpose 
of making persona! appearances at “cer- 
tain theaters in certain strategic cities in 
the United States while the picture is 
being displayed”, for which she is to re- 
ceive the sum of $5,000 a week, together 
with an additional sum of $1,000 per 
week for her expenses, with the privilege 
of adjusting the expense figure either 
upward or downwavc. The additional 
profits accruing as a result of the per- 
sonal appearances shall be equally 
divided, but Aimee must at all times 
receive her guaranteed salary and ex- 
pense allowance. 

A clause in the contract calls for the 
production to be completed and ready 
for release by January 2, 1930. 

The cost  .f producing the picture, 
news prints and advertising shall not 
be in excess of $300,000 unless permis- 
sion is first secured from Aimee to in- 
crease the expenditure 

An interesting clause appears in the 
agreement which states: “It is understood 
and acknowledged by both parties that 
the services to be rendered by the party 
of the first part, and her talents and 
abilities are excellent, special, rare, 
unique, extraordinary, unusual and un- 
common and of a peculiar and intellec- 
tual character and of great value to the 
party of the second part and their as- 
signs and that these talents, services 
and abilities cannot be replaced by the 
party of the second part, and that the 
loss of the same cannot be adequately 
compensated in damages and that a 
breach by the party of the first part of 
any of the provisions contained in this 
agreement shall cause the party of the 
second part and their assigns irreparable 
injury and damage.”

mounced the police captain’s ban 
“childlike”. 
Meanwhile representatives of thse 


Theater Guild declared for a finish 
fight. It was stated that supporters of 
the Guild will organize a citizens’ com- 
mittee of protest in Boston. Counse! 
was employed to look into the legality 
of the order of Mayor Nichols, whose 
interpretation of the existing law is 
challenged. The Guild has 7,000 mem- 
bers in Boston, and more than 50,000 
members in other cities. The play had 
been billed for Boston since last April, 
to open here September 30. The advance 
sale of seats amounted to $40,000 when 
the Mayor issued his veto. 

It is pointed out that the Pulitzer 


prize play is on sale at Boston book- 
stores, and there are copies unrestricted 
in the Boston Public Library and its 
branches. The Mayor refuses to dis- 
cuss the subject for publication. The 
Committee of Protest expects to have 
12,000 cards signed by citizens sent to the 
Mayor. The protest asks the Mayor to 
reconsider his decision and permit the 
production of the play “without inter- 
ference.” 

After a two-hour conference, Septem- 
ber 18, Mayor Nichols refused to swerve 
from his opinion that “Stringe Interlude 
is a disgusting spectacle of immorality 


and in advocacy of atheism, domestic 
infidelity and destruction of unborn 
human life.” Asked if the deletion 


of certain objectionable lines to which 
he had referred would suffice, he said he 
objected “to both text and theme and 
that collaboration on his part seemed of 
doubtful value.” The interview being 
closed, Lawrence Lagner and Theresa 
Helburn, of the Guild, announced they 
intended to “continue the fight to the 
finish.” Gossip is to the effect that 
the mayor is endeavoring to court po- 
litical favor by his stand. 

Boston papers have credited Dr. Fred- 
erick A. Poole, of the Board of Theatri- 
cal Control of Philadelphia, with start- 
ing the rumpus. Poole sent excerpts 
from the play with his own comment to 
City Censor Casey, of Boston, and the 
ehief of police of Providence, R. I. 
Thomas M. Love, who happens to be 
chairman of the Philadelphia board of 
which Poole is but a member, has as- 
sured Guild officials that the Pennsyl- 
vania city has taken no action on the 
play whatever and will take none until 
this week 

As matters stand now, the guild will 
not attempt to produce the play for one 
performance permitted by law, unless 
assured that the production will not be 
interfered with by tne law during its en- 
gagement here. One reason for this is 
the unwillingness of the Erlanger in- 
terests, which control the Hollis Street 
Theater, where the play was booked to 
open September 30, to run the risk of 
having -heir theater license revoked or 
sus,ended for any “art of the season by 
reason of such attempt. Nor is it deemed 
advisable from a ‘inancial point of view 
to play Strange Interlude for one night 
only. 

If the mayoral ban continues in Bos- 
ton, there is a possibility that Strange 
Interlude may play ‘ts engagement in 
some near-by city. Theaters in Cam- 
bridge, Malden, Concord and Revere have 
invited the guild to use their audi- 
toriurns. 

The controversy has occupied front- 
page space in all the Boston newspapers 
except The Boston Glcbe.

MINEOLA, N. Y., Sept. 21—-The 87th 
annual exhibition of Queens and Nassau 
counties got away to a bad starteon Sep- 
tember 17, due to inclement weather. 
However conditions righted themselves 
Thursday, which was a big day, and the 
exhibition closed with flying colors to- 
day, when Secretary Fred D. Baldwin 
stated they expected to gross approxi- 
mately $43,000 on the automobile races, 
which were presented by Ralph Hankin- 
son. Sixty per cent of the gross went 
to the Agricultural Society, while the 
remainder (40) was shared by Hankin- 


son. 

Joseph H. Andrews, superintendent of 
privileges, stated his department was 
running about the same as last year 
en business, and the 24 permanent 
buildings end 67 acres of land, which 
the plant occupies, made a fine appear- 
ance. 

The exhibits were varied and larger 
than ever. The new $42,000 automobile 
building was filled to capacity and tents 
were erected to care for the overflow. 
The poultry exhibit had better than 
3000 entries and the cattle exhibit like- 
wise surpassed last year. The recently 
completed cattle barn, costing $45,000, 
was not large enough to accommodate 
the entries. 

\A 60-piece school band, which replaced 
the orchestra, proved popular in daily 
concerts. Folk and costume dances were 
held on the 20th by a large number 
of school childrom. 


L. M. Rich presented the ninth annual 
baby show. Twenty thousand question- 
naires were distributed among the fair 
patrons to determine, if possible, the 
most popular and praiseworthy feature 
during the current exhibition. Up to 
this time the baby show is in the 
lead. The sum of $6,000 was spent on 
the racing program and $3,200 for grand- 
stand attractions and fireworks. 


Friday was kids’ day and the turnout 
was excellent. Tuesday's attendance 
went over the top, in view of the un- 
favorable weather, by the appearance of 
visiting firemen. Firemen’s day will be 
repeated in the future, as it proved a 
good drawing card. The Boy Scout ac- 
tivities were numerous and responsible 
for injecting plenty of interest thruout 
the week 

Oscar C. Buck's Exposition Shows 
were on the midway with seven rides 
and shooting gallery, and Manager Buck 
stated business was gratifying, as he had 
the entire midway, and the shows 
booked thereon were playing on per- 
centage basis. Oscar Buck, Sr., operated 
the Merry-Go-Round in another part of 
the grounds. He is a familiar figure at 
this fair and has been operating this 
ride for 30 years. 

Herbert Evans, amusement manager of 
Luna Park, Coney Island, tried a novel 
experiment here, which he called the 
Great International Horse Show, nicely 
framed under a 140-by-80-foot big top, 
With 18 people and 25 head of trained 
horses, using one ring, wherein clever 
equestrians gave a snappy 10-minute 
program that clicked. The program per- 
sonnel consisted of Lieut. Albert John- 
son, better known professionally as Bill 
Cody, Jr. trick and fancy rider; Joe 
Henson made the high jumps; Jack 
Joyce, Jr, handled the liberty acts and 
the high-school horses with ease and 
skill, and Henry Weber was also much 
in evidence.

The horses 
used are from the Ringling-Barnum Cir- 
cus and were featured this season at 
Luna Park.
